PREFATORY NOTE 

The Virginia State Library publishes this collection 
of epitaphs of Gloucester and Mathews Counties as 
a means of supplying information, in some degree, 
about people of the seventeenth, eighteenth and 
early nineteenth centuries that is not now available 
to investigators, owing to the tragic destruction of 
many county court records before 1865 . Miss Mar¬ 
gie P. Clements, director of the Joseph Bryan 
Branch of the Association for the Preservation of 
Virginia Antiquities, is the chairman of an execu¬ 
tive committee of the four organizations responsible 
for the discovery of the tombstones and for copying 
the inscriptions upon them. With many difficulties, 
she has maintained an unselfish devotion to the 
noble purpose of preserving these memorials of the 
past. She arranged the epitaphs skillfully and ap¬ 
propriately in typescript. Dr. E. G. Swem, Librari¬ 
an Emeritus of the College of William and Mary, 
volunteered to edit the manuscript and to guide 
it through the press; he wishes to acknowledge 
the faithful and understanding cooperation of Mrs. 
N. Snowden Hopkins and Mrs. Hugh Dabney of 
Gloucester, and of Mr. J. Martin Diggs of Mathews.

The County of Gloucester in Virginia in the past sixty years, 
like every community in our country, has accepted perforce 
and usually with gain, the automobile, motor-bus, motor- 
boat, electric lighting, airplane, telephone, radio, television, 
fuel oil, supermarket, and tailored highway. A pronounced 
change has occurred in daily life, of course. But other cir¬ 
cumstances in and around Gloucester have added their 
agency to make this change into a transformation of the old 
conservative county. The ebb and flow of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of soldiers, sailors and marines of United States forces 
in the neighboring peninsula in two World Wars, the erec¬ 
tion of the George P. Coleman bridge over the York River, 
the full development of the Yorktown National Park, the 
establishment of a permanent Fort Eustis at Lee Hall, the 
retention of the three federal posts of the Naval Weapons 
Station, Cheatham Annex, and Camp Peary on York River, 
the activity of the great shipyard at Newport News, the 
growth of the Chesapeake Corporation of Virginia at West 
Point, the expansion of Fort Monroe and Langley Field, the 
new highway tunnel at Hampton, the revival of William 
and Mary College into a school of national importance, the 
fulfillment of the vision of Dr. W. A. R. Goodwin for the 
restoration of Williamsburg, all have interacted in varying 
degrees upon the land and upon the social structure of 
Gloucester. There were bound to be some losses in the throes 
of so many changes: old landmarks, old boundaries, old 
roads, old houses, old customs, have passed into dim oblivion. 
In such a period, it was to be expected that the Joseph Bryan 
Branch of the Association for the Preservation of Virginia 
Antiquities and the Augustine Warner Chapter of the Daugh- 
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ters of the American Revolution would be aroused to salvage 
what could be retained of surviving evidences of the early 
life of the county; and of these evidences the memorials to 
the dead were not to be neglected. A few earnest members 
assumed the task of locating the old graveyards; they were 
joined by volunteer cooperators in different sections of the 
county. Every tombstone in a graveyard was examined con¬ 
scientiously, and the epitaph, the final mark of respect and 
love that the bereaved could offer, was faithfully copied. By 
1956 all likely sites had been located, some in bright, open, 
cultivated fields; some in dark, dense, almost impassable 
tangle; some in Abingdon, Petsworth, Ware, Presbyterian, 
Methodist, Baptist churchyards; and some on the abandoned 
grounds of once-pretentious mansions. 

Each epitaph tells a story, revealing the date of entrance 
upon this stage and the date of exit, the two most important 
events in any life; the names of parents follow; and then 
some brief or extended words of praise ending with the hope 
of a future life. With the exception of one, the epitaphs are 
all serious. The reader will be distressed by the large number 
of children’s names; he will observe also that few adults 
lived beyond the age of fifty. The simple tribute, “Here lies 
the body of Will Potter a Wiltshere man who departed this 
life in the seting of the evening on Monday the 25 of Janu¬ 
ary aged 56 years and was buried the Friday following the 
29 January, 1703,” is as significant of a tender meaning as 
the sincere, elaborate eulogy, couched in elegant Latin, of 
Judith Wormeley Page, who after four years of married life 
and the mother of two children, died at the age of twenty- 
one, at the birth of a third child. 

Because some of the stones were in remote, inaccessible 
places, where they could not be easily cared for, they were 
removed by permission of the family or other authority to a 
lot in Ware Churchyard generously given to the Joseph 
Bryan Branch of the A.P.V.A. by the vestry of Ware Church. 
The cost of removal has been borne, partly by a grant from 
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the parent organization of the Association for the Preserva¬ 
tion of Virginia Antiquities in Richmond, and partly by pri¬ 
vate funds. Mrs. N. Snowden Hopkins of River’s Edge Farm, 
volunteer director in charge of removal of the stones, has 
been unremitting in her devotion to this purpose. Under 
the printed epitaph of a stone that has been removed a note 
is added giving the location of the removed stone, and the 
date of removal. 

Kingston Parish of Gloucester was organized as a separate 
county under the name of Mathews in 1791. It is highly 
appropriate, therefore, to include in this publication the epi¬ 
taphs of Mathews which have been collected most diligently 
by Mrs. E. A. Titlow, under the generous sponsorship of the 
Dr. Joseph Diggs, Jr. Chapter and the Cricket Hill Chapter 
of the Daughters of the American Revolution. 

The search for the graveyards was a real labor. Often 
when a site was discovered some of the stones were so broken 
that the inscriptions could be pieced together only after re¬ 
peated trials. But the inspiration that came from a deep 
sentimental feeling about these memorials and from the 
* recognition of their historical importance led the collectors to 

surmount all difficulties; they hope this little volume will be 
of help not only to those who wish to trace record of families 
of this region, but that it will prove also of value as a side¬ 
light on the history of Gloucester, where Virginia life rip¬ 
ened, as nowhere else, with a happy blending of high en¬ 
deavor and satisfying amenities, into a broad and tranquil 
culture.

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ASSOCIATION FOR PRESERVATION

T he Association for the Preservation of Virginia Antiquities was 
granted a charter by the Circuit Court of the City of Richmond 
on February the thirteenth, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine. On 
March the third, eighteen hundred and ninety-two the General Assem¬ 
bly of Virginia passed an act incorporating the Association, extending 
its scope and activities. At present it has twenty-three branches, and 
about 5,000 members. 

For seventy years the Association has been a bulwark against the 
neglect and destruction of the historic landmarks of Virginia. In addi¬ 
tion to accomplishing the preservation of such landmarks the Associa¬ 
tion has developed a general interest and enthusiasm for historical 
studies in schools and colleges. Its early success in bringing about the 
preservation of Jamestown set an example for the State of Virginia, 
the National Government, patriotic organizations and individuals to 
follow. The inspiration for establishing the Yorktown National Park 
and for the restoration of Williamsburg is to be traced to the ideals of 
this association. 

The Gloucester Branch, A.P.V.A., was organized in 1922 with Mrs. 
Thomas Blakeman, Mrs. Laura Dimock, Miss Nancy Patton, Miss 
Margaret Tabb, Mrs. Fleet Taliaferro, Mrs. Richard P. Taliaferro, 
Mrs. Henry Williams, Mrs. A. W. Withers, Mrs. Alan Woods, mem¬ 
bers. Later the name was changed to the Joseph Bryan Branch. With 
this modest offering of their devoted exertions, the present members 
salute the parent organization.—E.G.S.

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ABINGDON EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
CEMETERY 


On Route 17 near White Marsh P. O. 
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“In the development of Colonial Gloucester County, Virginia, and 
its parishes, there is a complete absence of the successive subdivision 
and combination of territory that mark the history of the parent county, 
York, and its parishes. Not only did Gloucester County maintain its 
original area throughout Colonial times, but it also maintained its 
primary subdivision into four parishes. These four parishes, Petsworth, 
Abingdon, Ware and Kingston, appear to have been simultaneously 
created, shortly after the county’s formation, and retained their original 
boundaries unchanged up to the close of the Colonial era. 

“Petsworth was the most westerly of these four parishes, while Ware 
lay just north of Abingdon in the middle of the county, and Kingston 
occupied the entire section east of North River. In 1791, after the 
Colonial period, Kingston Parish was cut off to form the present county 
of Mathews. 

“Gloucester County possesses few Colonial county records, nearly all 
of its archives having been destroyed by fire, either in 1820, through 
the burning of the county clerk’s office, or in 1865 at the fall of Rich¬ 
mond, where they had been sent for safe-keeping. As a result of this 
loss, dependence must be placed upon surviving parish records, and it 
is fortunate that vestry books have been preserved and published for 
both Petsworth and Kingston, although their Colonial churches have 
long since passed away. Even this resource is lacking in the case of 
Ware and Abingdon Parishes, whose churches still exist, for their only 
extant parish records are fragmentary registers, which are mainly of 
genealogical interest. 

“Land grants were made in what later became Gloucester County, 
then a part of Charles River County, as early as 1635, w ^en Hugh 
Gwynn was granted, by order of court, 1,000 acres in what is now the 
northern part of Mathews County, and the grant was confirmed by 
patent in 1642.”—Georoe Carrington Mason, Colonial Churches of 
Tidewater Virginia.

The last lines were doubtless: “She was buried on the right hand of her husband. 
Erected to her memory by several of her own grandchildren." Lucy Higginson 
married, 1st, Major Lewis Burwell; 2d, Col. William Bernard, and 3d, Col. 
Philip Ludwell. Her father, Capt. Robert Higginson, commanded at Middle 
Plantation in 1646, and as a reward for valiant service received from the Colony

Cole late of Warwick county, deceased, by his wife Martha, and now the wife 
of me, the said Lewis Burwell, to be delivered to him when he shall attain the 
age of eighteen . . . and in event of his death, to the surviving children of said 
Lewis and Martha Burwell." The inscription probably read, “two sons and two 
daughters" instead of "no sons and no daughters." In like manner, instead of 
“six sons and three daughters” by Lewis Burwell, Martha’s tombstone doubtless 
read “two sons and three daughters,” a correction agreeing with the tombstone, 
still intact, of Major Burwell, himself.—Lyon G. Tyler, W. & M. Quarterly, 1st 
series, vol. 2, page 233.

The epitaph as 
printed was found in the handwriting of Henry Hughes in his home at Tippe¬ 
canoe after his death; he was County Surveyor of Gloucester for many years in 
the early 19th century, and he obtained the epitaph originally from the stone 
which was seen as late as fifty years ago. In Polly Cary Mason's Gloucester 
County Records, Volume 1, page 79, we see that John Spinks received a grant 
of 464 acres in October 1711. It is impossible to determine if the epitaph relates 
to him or to a descendant.

January 6, 1939, there were only three stones found, large slabs, but raised on 
brick walls about two feet high; walls badly crumbled, but stones unbroken and 
easily read, except for covering of trash. Stones touching each other, surrounded 
by an iron fence, still strong enough to keep out the stock. On the side next 
the house is the grave of Martha Catlett; next is that of her husband, John 
Catlett, and beyond him, their son James B. Catlett. 

. . . James Catlett was murdered when a young man by a favorite slave. James 
was the only son of his widow mother. He had just returned from college, bril¬ 
liant, handsome, rich, with his life in its fullness before him. His body-servant, 
a mulatto, promising and apparently faithful, was present when James read his 
will to a friend. To this body-servant he left freedom, the priceless boon of the 
human soul. Soon after this, James started with this man to a distant planta¬ 
tion. He was to return that evening, but he did not. The servant returned and 
announced that his master was detained. The master’s prolonged absence aroused 
suspicion, and after being questioned, the Negro told what had happened and 
fled to the woods. After a prolonged search by men in the county, he was 
found, tried, found guilty, and hanged at the courthouse .—Condensed from

This is a thick dark stone, formerly at Violet Bank, now in the A.P.V.A. lot in 
Ware Churchyard, having been placed there in July, 1959 . The date of death 
and age were on the stone, but are not visible now. The copy of the epitaph 
which Dr. Lyon G. Tyler made in 1893 , when he visited Violet Bank, has 
169 — as the date of death. Mr. Joseph J. Nicolson of Selden, Gloucester County, 
after a most careful examination of the stone, decided that the date was 1696 . 
Edward was a member of the vestry of Petsworth Parish, and attended the 
special and annual meetings regularly; he was present at the meeting on Octo¬ 
ber seventh, 1695 , but at no meeting after that date, an indication of his death 
in late 1695 , or in 1696 . At one time the stone was removed from Violet Bank 
and placed in the Bellamy Methodist Church museum. When the church was 
enlarged the stone was returned to Violet Bank. Mr. William Gray, the present 
owner of Violet Bank, recently gave permission for the removal of the stone to 
the lot in Ware Churchyard given to the Joseph Bryan Branch of the A.P.V.A. 
by the vestry of Ware Church. 

A copy of the will of Edward Porteus is filed in the Prerogative Court of Can¬ 
terbury in England, dated February 23 , 1694 , proved October 24 , 1700 . The 
Canterbury will of course is a duplicate of the original filed in the Gloucester 
County Court Records but which, with nil other court records, was burned in 
the fire of 1820 . The will was drawn up in Gloucester, and witnessed by Sarah 
Buckner and Richard Bradshaw, residents of Gloucester. Edward married a 
widow, Mrs. Robert Lee, of Petsworth Parish, who survived him. His executor 
was John Smith of Purton, father-in-law of his son Robert. Edward's home was 
for some time known as Poropotank, later Chelsea, and at present Violet Bank. 
The old house of Porteus was standing when Dr. Tyler visited Violet Bank in 
1893 . Robert, the only son of Edward, married first Mildred Smith, the grand¬ 
daughter of Augustine Warner II; second Elizabeth Jenings, the daughter of 
Edmund Jenings of Ripon Hall, Tork County. He served in the Virginia Coun¬ 
cil in 1714 and 1715 ; he returned to England sometime after 1720 , living first 
at Tork and then at Ripon. He had nineteen children, the youngest but one 
being Beilby Porteus, who became Bishop of London. From Robert, Rector of 
Cockayne, Hatley, Bedford, England, a son by his first wife, Queen Elizabeth II 
of England descends. He died in 1758 and was buried in Ripon Cathedral. The 
following is his epitaph: 
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Hear this Place 
Are deposited the Remains 
Of Robert Porteus, Esquire, 

A Native of Virginia, and a Member of His Majestys Council, 

Or Upper House of Legislature in that Province, 

From thence he removed to England, 

And resided first at Tork, afterwards at this Town,

Augustine Warner I lived first in Charles River (later York) County after com¬ 
ing to Virginia. He obtained later a large grant of land in Gloucester County, 
and lived there the remainder of his life. Warner Hall estate of today is part 
of the original grant. The surname of Mary, his wife, is not known. From Sarah 
Warner, Augustine's daughter, and her husband Lawrence Townley General 
Robert E. Lee is descended. Mildred Warner, daughter of Augustine Warner 
II and Mildred Reade, married Lawrence Washington; they were the grand¬ 
parents of General George Washington. A letter from Rev. T. R. B. Hodgson, 
St. Nicholas’ Vickarage, Whitehaven, Cumberland, England, May 14, 1959, 
says: “The gravestone of Mildred Warner Washington Gayle is no longer in 
existence. Many years ago now the stones were taken up, those which were 
still legible being laid flat at one end of the churchyard, the rest disposed of in 
the correct manner. However, a few years ago a tablet was placed on the north 
wall of the nave of the church to commemorate her name, but as this was 
erected by your Association (or one like it) you no doubt know what that says.” 
The inscription on the tablet is: “In memory of Mildred Warner, daughter of 
Augustine Warner II, wife of Lawrence Washington, who died about 1697. 
Later married George Gayle of Whitehaven, grandmother of General George 
Washington, first president of the United States. This tablet is placed over her 
grave by the A.P.V.A. in 1955." See also the note following the epitaph of 
Catharine Washington under heading Highgate Cemetery. 
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The dividing line between Gloucester County and King and Queen County is 
Poropotank Creek. On the King and Queen side of this creek John Lewis in 
1653 received a patent for a tract of land; this land was not far from Paradise 
in Gloucester, the home of Richard Lee. In the neglected Lewis Cemetery 
were found a few broken tombstones. Dr. Malcolm H. Harris of West Point, 
with his usual painstaking accuracy, transcribed the epitaphs and printed them 
with elaborate notes in the Virginia Magazine of History, Volume 56, pages 
195-205, and Volume 62, pages 477-484. The epitaphs are printed here because 
they bear closely on the Warner family at Warner Hall in Gloucester. Mildred 
Washington, granddaughter of Augustine Warner II and sister of Augustine 
Washington (father of General George Washington), married first John Lewis 
(died 1718), son of Captain Edward Lewis, whose brief epitaph is printed here; 
second, Roger Gregory, and third, Lewis Willis.

OTHER BURYING GROUNDS 
IN GLOUCESTER 

There is an old colored burying ground at Gloucester Court House, 
where the home of Mr. W. C. Stubbs now stands, which has not been 
used in years. There are no markers, nor can one see the graves except 
as indicated by a few depressions. 

On Federal Highway 17, two and two tenths miles west of Glouces¬ 
ter, there is an old family burying ground of the Moores; but as the 
place is now occupied by colored people and there are no grave-stones, 
merely wooden markers, there is no way of knowing the dates and 
names. Back in the woods about a quarter of a miles at this same 
place, there is a very large old colored burying ground, but no markers. 

In the woods back of Ark P. O. on Highway 17, there is a very 
large colored burying ground known as the Gus Hammond Graveyard 
where slaves used to be buried, and more recently, some of their de¬ 
scendants; but there are no markers. 

The old family burying ground at Ware House is on top of a hill 
overlooking Ware River, on Secondary Highway 621, two and four 
tenths miles from Gloucester Court House; but nothing is left except 
vines, bushes and trees. However, there is a large broken slate tomb¬ 
stone which is used as a doorstep at the old house. These words are 

legible: Margaret she departed this life of October 176.of 

her age hopes Eternal Life the [meats ?] o Blessed Sup. 

Jesus Christ 

Dabney’s Quarters Graveyard is located on a hill a quarter of a 
mile from Highway 14, near Nuttall Post Office. This was used for 
the slaves and the servants of the Dabneys. There are no markers to 
be seen. 

The old graveyard at Waverley for slaves and for servants is about 
a mile and a half in the woods from Highway 14, on Slabtown Road, 
with no visible markers now. This is on land owned by Monroe 
Emerson. 










SeawelFs Ordinary has a large Seawell graveyard back of the resi¬ 
dence. Most of the stones have been broken and carried away. 

Hawkins’ graveyard, near Hayes School, on Route 17, is very old. 
It was used, and still is, for the Hawkins and Bray families, and their 
servants. 

There is also a Seawell graveyard on Route 17 near Tyler’s Lodge, 
on a farm known as Gloucester Place, once owned by John Tyler, 
President of the U. S. The only markers left were taken to Ware 
Church by a member of the Seawell family. The first wife of Mr. Albert 
Taliaferro is buried at Gloucester Place. 

Belle Farm, a former Lewis-Taylor home, is at the head of Vaughan’s 
Greek. It was at one time a part of the Warner Hall estate. In the 
yard are two vaults now caved in, some graves marked with stones, and 
a large burying ground for the servants. Large trees now choke out any 
access to these burying places. The Belle Farm house was sold to the 
Williamsburg Restoration, Inc. The house was tom down, and the in¬ 
terior woodwork sold by the corporation to Mr. John L. Lewis, Jr., 
who used it in construction of his home, 316 Indian Springs Road, 
Williamsburg. 

There are burying grounds for colored people at Newport in the Free¬ 
port area, and near Camden on Route 198. 

Other cemeteries, now unmarked, are at Free Welcome, where Doc¬ 
tor Thomas Boswell lived and is buried, and the Brown family burying 
ground, between the Pond Road and Route 198. 

Three cemeteries not bearing separate headings are located on the 
map. No. 36 is Petsworth (Poplar Spring) Churchyard. No. 37, Mount 
Zion Churchyard, is at the Methodist Episcopal Church in the Todds- 
bury Highlands. Church members are still being buried here, but there 
are many unmarked graves. No. 38 is on Spring Valley farm, on a 
branch of Dance’s Creek near the Piankatank. There are many early 
graves in this large cemetery used by branches of the Kemp, Gwyn, 
Rammel and Thompson families, and of the Richardson, Marchant, 
Strigle families, who still own the land. There is a legend that some 
members of the Clayton family lie in the oldest part and that more 
than seventy slave victims of an early epidemic were buried in the 
upper part.

Buried here is Isaac Foster, Lieutenant, later Captain, in the Revo¬ 
lutionary War. 

There are several small cemeteries in the New Point area, and South 
of Garden Creek near Route 610 is the Banks family burying ground. 

In addition to these, along the bluffs of the Piankatank River, from 
the Gloucester County line to “Hesse” at Iron Point, there are several 
small family burying grounds, those of the Edwards, Callis, Lewis, 
Matthews, Chisley and Williams families. At Mathews Chapel Metho¬ 
dist Church once site of the Chapel of Ease of Kingston Parish, built 
near the Armistead estate of “Hesse” there are two large graveyards. 
No old stones were found but the story persists that there are old graves 
there.

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Printed by Whittet and Shepperson, Richmond, Virginia, 
on a stable and enduring text paper developed under a 
grant to the Virginia State Library by the Council on 
Library Resources, Incorporated, through the experimen¬ 
tal work of W. J. Barrow and through trial runs made by 
the Herty Foundation, Savannah, Georgia. It is com¬ 
posed of well purified chemical wood fibers; one-third sul¬ 
fate, one-third sulfite and one-third soda. It is filled with 
ten per cent clay and ten per cent calcium carbonate added 
in the beater. It is machine sized with Aquapel, a size 
compatible with alkalinity, that has been developed by the 
Hercules Powder Company, and it is surface sized with a 
seven per cent starch solution. The first commercial run 
was made by the Standard Paper Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany and was distributed by B. W. Wilson Paper Com¬ 
pany, both of Richmond, Virginia. The paper has the 
following properties: basis weight —60 lbs.; color — cream; 
opacity — 89 ; folds —407 in weak direction ( M.I.T. /a kg. 
tension); tear —79 grams in weak direction ( Elmendorf ) 
and pH 9.0 (cold extraction). It is estimated that after 
artificial aging for 36 days at 100 ° C, 40 per cent of the 
fold and 75 per cent of the tear will be retained, thus 
giving a theoretically useful life of at least 300 years.
